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INTRODUCTION 


This  volume  contains  copies  and  abstracts  of  wills,  administra¬ 
tions  and  other  probate  documents  relating  to  the  Lincolnshire 
family  of  Brackenbury.  No  document  of  a  date  later  than  1799  has 
been  included  nor  is  it  claimed  that  all  that  should  be  included 
will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.  There  must  be  a  few  wills 
and  administrations  still  unseen  and  lying  in  Probate  Registries 
other  than  the  Central  Registry  at  Somerset  House  or  the  District 
Registry  at  Lincoln.  It  is  possible  that  something  might  be  glean¬ 
ed  from  either  York  or  Peterborough  -  the  Probate  Registries  immed¬ 
iately  north  and  south  of  Lincoln.  What  remains  to  be  found  and 
rescued  from  the  store  rooms  of  the  legal  profession  there  is,  at 
the  moment,  no  means  of  knowing. 

Of  the  documents  which  will  be  found  herein,  two  only  are  in 
Latin  -  numbers  1  &  3  -  and  of  these  the  first  will  probably  stand 
criticism  but  the  other,  being  an  extended  transcription  from  a  not 
very  clear  photostat,  may  be  found  faulty.  Three  wills,  numbers 
33 >  40  &  44,  have  been  included  on  account  of  the  close  association 
of  the  testators  with  the  family.  Also  are  included  wills  numbers 
10  &  12  and  administrations  numbers  81  &  82  as  the  name  Bracklesby 
(and  its  variants)  has  often  been  linked  with  Brackenbury  as  an 
alias  and  vice  versa.  Further  examples  of  this  may  be  seen  in  the 
bishop’s  transcripts  of  Billingborough.  The  will  of  William  Brack¬ 
enbury  of  Catley  has  not  been  included  as  there  is  strong  evidence 
that  he  was  not  a  Lincolnshire  man  but  had  settled  in  the  county 
from  Durham.  Also  an  abstract  of  this  will  has  already  been 
printed  in  Maddison's  Lincolnshire  Wills  15 00  -  1600.  The  admini¬ 
stration  has,  however,  been  included  as  this  has  not  hitherto  been 
printed.  Two  limited  administrations  -  very  lengthy  documents  - 
dated  Sept;  2.  1788  and  Oct;  17 .  1791  have  been  omitted  but  it  is 
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hoped  to  include  them  in  another  volume. 

From  the  original  documents  copies  of  signatures  have  been  made 
and  details  noted  of  seals  where  these  have  embodied  any  armorial 
bearings  and  will  be  dealt  with  at  another  time  with  the  signatures 
and  seals  from  other  deeds.  Signatories1  marks  have  been  copied 
and  included  but,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  Mary  wife  of  William 
Brackenbury  of  Monkthorpe  who  always  signed  with  the  letter  *M*  and 
possibly  a  few  others,  seem  to  have  been  made  on  the  impulse  of  the 
moment.  Signatures  and  some  marks  have  been  a  great  help  in  iden¬ 
tifying  relationships  and  in  verifying  whether  documents  are  orig¬ 
inals  or  copies.  In  the  accrimonious  lawsuit  of  Brackenbury  v 
Elsam  at  the  end  of  the  17th  century,  it  is  a  copy  of  the  affidavits 
which  is  at  the  Public  Record  Office  and  not  the  original.  John 
Brackenbury  of  Firsby  whose  testimony  was  taken  had  a  most  distinc¬ 
tive  way  of  making  a  'J*  and  he  certainly  never  signed  the  P.R.O. 
copy. 

The  documents  have  been  divided  into  two  sections.  The  first 
contains  wills  only,  with  the  exception  of  No.  1  which  is  a  memor¬ 
andum  dealing  with  the  probate  of  the  will  of  Sir  Robert  de  Braken- 
berch  who  died  in  1305 .  The  second  contains  administrations  and 
relative  deeds  and  accounts.  Both  sections  have  been  arranged  in 
chronological  order,  but  numbered  in  consecutive  order  throughout 
to  facilitate  reference.  The  index  is  by  pages.
